REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitation 
of holding the coil spring stationary and forcing the tubular portion into the tube end as 
the coil spring is held stationary and the internal diameter of the tube end being 
expanded more than the internal diameter of the coil spring on a percentage basis 
whereby the coiled spring expands at least 1% and thereby exerts continuous radial 
compressive force against the tube end and embeds itself into the exterior surface of 
the tube, was not found in the prior art.
